Police seize deadly automatic sub-machine gun during operation

A CROUCH End man has been sent for 
trial on drugs and firearms charges 
including possession of a deadly auto¬ 
matic sub-machine gun. 

Tristen Asallani, 28, of Avenue Road, appeared 
at Wimbledon magistrates’ court with two others 
last Wednesday. 


It followed a pre-planned operation the previ¬ 
ous day by the Metropolitan Police’s Organised 
Crime Command. 

During the operation detectives attempted to 
stop a vehicle in Park Road, Crouch End. It 
allegedly failed to stop and crashed into a shop 
front. Nobody was injured. 

Asallani is accused of possessing two prohib¬ 
ited weapons - a Skorpion machine gun and 
ammunition and a “taser” stun gun - as well as 


charges of conspiracy to supply cocaine and dan¬ 
gerous driving. 

Ndricim Musaj, 24, and Aber Beqal, 23, both 
of no fixed address, were also remanded in cus¬ 
tody accused of conspiracy to supply cocaine. 

All three are due to appear at Kingston Crown 
Court on February 9. 

A 39-year-old man arrested on suspicion of 
conspiracy to supply cocaine has been bailed to 
a date in March.

Bidders poised to 
submit town hall 
revamp proposals 


HALF a dozen bidders have been 
chosen to pitch their ideas for 
restoring historic Hornsey Town 
Hall and securing its long-term 
future as a community asset. 

Haringey Council plans to sell 
the landmark grade II listed 
1930s’ art-deco building and 
public square, in The Broadway, 
Crouch End, including land for 
development behind it, and is 
seeking a partner who will restore 
the town hall rent it back on a 
long lease. 

The shortlist of six bidders was 
finalised last week having had 
their experience to deliver 
projects with community benefits 
thoroughly evaluated. 

Each of them will now have to 
develop a more detailed bid to 
demonstrate their plan is 
financially sound, serves the 
community and preserves its 
heritage, before a preferred bidder 
is selected. 

The council has also confirmed 
that ANA, which has been 
running the successful Hornsey 
Town Hall Arts Centre from the 
building for the past year and 
overseeing events at the venue 
is to have its lease renewed for 
another year. 

Alan Strickland, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
said: “The level of interest and the 
very high quality of early operator 
bids underline what a tremendous 
opportunity Hornsey Town Hall is 
- and how much desire there is to 
see this fantastic building restored 
and brought back into use for 
future generations.” 
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£1,700 fine for 
noisy neighbour 

A NEIGHBOUR from hell who played music 
loudly at all hours of the day and night has 
been hit with a huge fine after Haringey 
Council prosecuted her for noise nuisance. 

Rosalind Connell was ordered to pay a 
total of £1,700 in fines, costs and a victim 
surcharge when she appeared at Tottenham 
Magistrates’ Court. 

The ear-splittering din shattered the 
daytime peace of neighbours in 
Scotswood Walk, Tottenham, and caused 
sleepless nights. 

The music was so loud that when a council 
officer visited a neighbour who had 
complained, it was impossible to have a 
conversation in the kitchen and too noisy 
to spend any time in the garden. 

“We hope this case is a warning to anyone 
who thinks it’s acceptable to show a blatant 
disregard for other people in their neigh¬ 
bourhood - it certainly is not,” said Stuart 
McNamara, the council’s cabinet member 
for environment. 

“Our residents are entitled to enjoy peace 
and quiet in their own homes and anyone 
who stops that from happening will face 
tough action.” 

Back on board? 

LABOUR outcast Gideon Bull is hoping to 
get his three-month suspension from 
Haringey Council’s ruling Labour group 
lifted. 

The councillor for Tottenham’s White Hart 
Lane ward had the party whip withdrawn 
last Thursday after he was disciplined for 
breaking ranks and publicly criticising cuts 
by the cash-strapped council to day care 
centres for the elderly and disabled. 

He says he intends to appeal to the London 
Labour Party to overturn the decision.

Anger as council consults on 
ditching 
over-65s’ 


parking 

discount

A TORY councillor is angry that the local author¬ 
ity is considering scrapping a discount for parking 
permits for elderly people. 

Joanne Laban, who represents Town ward and is 
deputy leader of the Tory group on Enfield Coun¬ 
cil, has voiced concerns over a consultation 
which is seeking residents’ views on 
whether the 50 per cent discount on the 
cost of a parking permit for over-65s 
should be axed. 

The council’s consultation is also 
asking residents for their opinions on 
increasing the cost of a parking permit. 

The Conservative group are angry 
that this could see families who rely on 
larger cars forced to pay more. 

Ms Laban, who is the opposition

spokeswoman for environment, said: 
“The proposals that are put out to con¬ 
sultation are shocking. 

“People deserve to be able to park 
outside their own home without a huge 
cost associated with it. 

“The people who will be affected will 
be those with more than one car, fami¬ 
lies with large vehicles and the over- 
658. The proposed axe of the 50 per 
cent discount for the over-65s is a U- 


turn on a key Labour Party manifesto 
commitment. This council is certainly 
punishing the car user with this policy.” 

A spokesman for the council said that 
the local authority was running a con¬ 
sultation on the issue precisely so that 
residents could voice their objections. 

Daniel Anderson, the cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, said: “The con¬ 
trolled parking zone permit scheme, as 
it currently stands, makes a substantial 


loss and is effectively being subsidised 
by the local taxpayer. 

“This position is no longer sustain¬ 
able. The CPZ scheme needs to be self¬ 
financing and that is the primary 
objective of this consultation exercise. 

“We want to elicit residents’ views on 
our draft proposals before making a 
final decision.”

What’s cooking, Mary?

DOMESTIC goddess Mary Berry tried 
her hand at some speciality baking in 
the borough. 

The Great British Bake Off judge vis¬ 
ited Lefteris Bakery, in Green Lanes, 
Palmers Green, last week to film scenes 
for her upcoming TV programme on 
what is baked and cooked in different 
cultures to celebrate Easter. 

Speaking to the Advertiser, the bak¬ 
ery’s director James Nicolaou said that 
while she was there she learned how to 
make traditional Greek delicacies, 
flaounes and tsoreki. 

“They were very nice,” he said, but 
added that she has some way to go before 
she is up to the standard of the bakers 
who have been making them every Easter 
for decades. 

“I mean, we are a specialist bakery, our 
bakers have been making these things for 
years and Greeks and Cypriots come here 
because they know we’re very good,” said 
Mr Nicolaou. 

There has been a bakery on the site 
since 1912 and it remains a family-run 
business to this day. 

Mr Nicolaou added that as well as 
learning how to create the sweet treats the 
baking star joined in with other Greek 
traditions such as the breaking of eggs 
that had been boiled in red water. 

“The colour represents the blood of 
Christ and breaking the eggs represents 


the ending, or breaking, of the Lenten 
fast,” he explained. 

So, while the bakery may not be getting 
a new member of staff in the form of the 
veteran cook, Mr Nicolaou says the cur¬ 
rent crop of bakers is more than capable 


of dealing with the Easter rush. “Anyone 
who wants to come and try some tradi¬ 
tional Greek cakes and buns is more than 
welcome to come to the bakery near 
Easter and try out the goods for them¬ 
selves,” he said.

‘I don’t even know how I’ll get to the tribunal’ 


A WOMAN with a neurological 
condition is preparing for a 
tribunal to look into a change 
of funding, which, she says, 
means she can no longer afford 
a mobility car. 

She was assessed after 
benefits changed and was told 
she would no longer get 
benefits for an automatic car. 

Catheryn Walsh ,who lives on 
The Ridgeway, in Enfield, said 
the car, which is leased through 
Motability, is her lifeline and 
she needs it to get about. 

However, as the funding 
is running out the car will 
be taken away on Monday 
(February 8). 

Mrs Walsh was born with the 
neuralgic condition generalised 
dystonia, which, she says, has 


got progressively worse. She 
is preparing to appeal 
against the decision, armed 
with a letter from her 
neurologist Professor Thomas 
Warner, from University 
College Hospital, in Euston. 

She took early retirement 
from work because of the 
condition. 

She said: “Without the car, I 
don’t know how I’ll get to the 
tribunal. I can’t use public 
transport alone.” 

Just before Christmas she 
learned that after an 
assessment she would no longer 
get the £290 a month benefit as 
part of the new Personal Inde¬ 
pendence Allowance. 

She contacted her MP Enfield 
North’s Joan Ryan, who wrote 


to the Department of Work and 
Pensions on her behalf. 

She also went through the 
formal process of asking the 
DWP to reconsider. 

Mrs Walsh has just heard 
that although part of her 
benefit will be increased it 
will not cover the cost of the 
automatic car. 

She is now preparing to go to 
the tribunal in a bid to get the 
decision overturned. 

Her condition means that she 
can get uncontrollable spasms 
which affect her limbs, speech 
and mobility. 

“I have not got enough to get 
a car,” she told the Advertiser. 

She said the stress over the 
decision is affecting her health. 

Without the car she will not 


be able to get out and about 
independently, she said. 

“The Motability people have 
been so helpful,” she added. 
“They have given me as much 
time with the car as they can.” 

A DWP spokeswoman said: 
“A decision to grant the new 
disability benefit, Personal 
Independence Payment, is 
made following a face-to-face 
assessment and consideration 
of medical evidence provided 
by the claimant. Mrs Walsh 
was found eligible for both 
components of PIP. 

“The majority of claimants 
no longer eligible for a 
Motability car will receive a 
£2,000 transitional payment to 
help them continue to manage 
their mobility needs.” 


Rivals trade blows over cycle scheme

A MOVE by opposition councillors 
to overturn the Cycle Enfield project 
was defeated at a full council meeting 
last week. 

At the meeting, held on Thursday at 
Enfield Civic Centre, in Silver Street, 
Tory group leader Terry Neville 
launched into an attack on plans to 
plough ahead with the £42million 
Cycle Enfield scheme that will see 
partially segregated cycle lanes in 
Palmers Green, Enfield Town and 
Southbury Road. 


He told the chamber and packed 
public gallery: “We say that enhanced 
provision should be made away from 
the heavily trafficked roads, like those 
chosen by Labour for these schemes. 

“That would provide safer, quieter 
and healthier cycling and it can be 
done, and for a fraction of the £42m 
we are talking about here.” 

However, Daniel Anderson, cabinet 
member for environment, who is in 
charge of delivering the scheme, 
accused the opposition benches of flip- 
flopping on the issue in an opportunis¬ 
tic bid to be seen to be taking the side 
of businesses opposed to changes in 


parking provision. He drew the coun¬ 
cil’s attention to the fact that the Tory 
benches had given their support to the 
bid for the cycling money when the 
proposal was first mooted in 2012. 

“The bid, signed by both Councillor 
Taylor [council leader] and Councillor 
Lavender [then Tory group leader], ini¬ 
tiated by Councillor Bond [then cabi¬ 
net member for environment], was 
completely clear right from the outset 
about the radical change we were 
proposing to the borough’s infrastruc¬ 
ture and a vision of a better Enfield,” 
he said. 

“But now Councillor Neville has the 


audacity to do a compete volte face.” 

After extending the time for opposi¬ 
tion business twice so that almost 
every councillor had their say in a two- 
hour debate, the motion to throw out 
the current scheme was defeated by 34 
votes to 19. 

Speaking while the councillors 
traded blows, Robert Taylor, the secre¬ 
tary of the Federation of Enfield Resi¬ 
dents and Allied Associations, told the 
Advertiser that he had heard many 
defences from the council that angered 
him as he is representing the residents 
who are opposed to the scheme. 

“I thought Councillor Neville’s 


opening speech was extremely good,” 
said Mr Taylor. “He covered the points 
extremely well.” 

The latest consultation on the Cycle 
Enfield scheme - in Fore Street, from 
Edmonton Green roundabout, is under 
way and will close in less than two 
weeks’ time on February 12.

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Developers 
win bid to 
put homes 
on campus

RESIDENTS who have been hit hard by the 
housing shortage may not be thrilled at the latest 
application which has been approved by planning 
chiefs. 

Enfield Council’s planning committee has 
granted an application from a property developer 
to build 167 homes on the site of the former 
Middlesex University campus in Queensway, 
Ponders End. 

Although the council has a target of all new 
developments in the borough reserving at least 40 
per cent of the homes as affordable housing, the 
latest scheme to get the go-ahead has set aside 30 
per cent of the properties for affordable sale. 

And those homes are all clustered around 
the edge of the development closest to a large 
industrial site. 

A report presented to councillors last week 
stated: “The application does not meet the core 
strategy requirements in terms of tenure and mix. 


“The housing department would prefer to see 
the affordable housing moved away from the 
Quasar block (an industrial estate) and pepper- 
potted across the site.” 

Although the officers said they were reassured 
that the developer had pledged to plant landscap¬ 
ing around the industrial area, the report goes 
on to point out that the mix of just 30 per 
cent affordable housing falls below the 40 per 
cent threshold. 

Additionally, the developer makes no mention 
in the application of how many properties will 
be reserved for social rented accommodation - 
something which the borough is in urgent 
need of. 

The proportion of family homes also con¬ 
cerned the officers, who stated in the report: 
“While it is acknowledged that there is an estab¬ 
lished need for all types of housing, the study 
demonstrates an acute shortage of houses with 
three or more bedrooms across owner-occupier, 
social and private rented sectors.” 

Ahmet Oykener, cabinet member for housing, 


said that 31 per cent of the 167 homes on the site 
would be classed as affordable, with 25 set aside 
for social rent and 27 for intermediate rent, which 
is classed as 20 per cent less than the market 
rental value. 

He said that the 31 per cent proposed by the 
developer “could have been better” and added: 
“We would like to have 100 per cent affordable, 
but the government is determined to finish off 
social housing. They just want to focus on starter 
homes, which doesn’t help us in dealing with the 
housing crisis.” 

He said the scheme had been compromised 
from the beginning after the government bought 
part of the former Middlesex University campus 
that had been earmarked for housing and gifted 
the land to a free school group. 

Although the council aims for all new develop¬ 
ments to have at least 40 per cent affordable rents, 
Mr Oykener said: “We assess each proposal on 
a case-by-case basis and while we aim for 40 
per cent affordable housing we have to be flexible 
on this.” 


£360,000 boost 
for checks on 
rogue landlords 

CHECKS on rogue landlords who let 
slum properties have been stepped up 
by Enfield Council after it received 
£360,000 in government cash. 

Additional inspections by housing 
and planning enforcement officers, 
supported by immigration and police 
officers, started last Thursday. 

They were carried out in the same 
week the council discovered it had been 
successful with a bid for a share of 
£5million of funding which is being 
made available to local authorities to 
crack down on private landlords who 
rent out unsafe, sub-standard and 
overcrowded premises. 

Moves include legal action to force 
landlords to improve properties, or 
face fines of up to £20,000, as well as 
powers to protect tenants’ safety 
and order the destruction of outbuildings 
and garden sheds illegally used to 
house tenants. 

Ahmet Oykener, the council’s 
cabinet member for housing and 
housing regeneration, said: “This 
new funding provides us with more 
resources to carry out more raids, 
increase inspections of property, 
issue more statutory notices, survey 
more streets and demolish sheds and 
dangerous prohibited buildings. 

“We are cracking down on those 
who cause misery and despair for 
tenants renting in appalling conditions,” 
he added.

Edie Havas, 11, from year six, wowed the 
judges with her performance in the category for 
older children, with nine-year-old Juwayriah 
Azhary, from year four, coming top in her age 
group, and seven-year-old Theo Furis showing 
that even children in year two can impress with 
their powers of recall and recitation. 


Speaking after the competition, headteacher 
Angela Campbell said that no matter what other 
pressures and demands the teachers have on 
their time, everyone in the school sees the 
poetry championship as a priority. 

“We believe that a broad and balanced cur¬ 
riculum is a priority to ensure that we develop 
the whole child,” she said. 

She added that the competition had sparked 
the children’s creativity and had brought words 


on the page to life for some who might struggle 
in engaging with literacy classes. 

“It improves their confidence, their memory 
and their performance skills and it feeds into 
their love of literature and poetry because when 
they are given their poems, they then want to 
know more about their poem and they want to 
find more poems,” explained the head. 

She is a passionate advocate of the power 
of poetry to inspire children and help them 
get to grips with language, vocabulary and 
written expression. 

“We did have a child in the finals for whom 
English was their second language and it shows 
that poetry is a great means of delivering literacy 
and learning skills to pupils,” she added.

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Jail for businessman who 
threatened his accountant 

Crook intimidated man after he refused to cook books to save £3.6m

A BUSINESSMAN who threatened 
his Edmonton accountant and two 
of his employees at gunpoint 
when he refused to cook the books 
to save him £3.6million a year is 
starting a prison sentence of more 
than six years. 

Sebastian Mysliwiec, who ran a 
ventilation manufacturing business 
in Poland, subjected his accountant 
and his colleagues to a terrifying 
ordeal and tied one up them up 
when the accountant refused to sub¬ 
mit to his demands. 

Mysliwiec tried to persuade the 
accountant to submit false VAT 
invoices during a visit he made to 
his office in Edmonton with two 
colleagues in April 2014. His 
accountant rejected the request. 


Undeterred, 40-year-old Mysli¬ 
wiec made a return visit to his 
accountants on April 8 - and 
brought a gang of four others, 
including men carrying firearms. 

He threatened the accountant and 
said he would be answerable for the 
£300,000 a month he thought he 
could save by submitting false 
VAT invoices. 

The accountant still refused and 
Mysliwiec ordered his henchmen to 
threaten him and another employee 
at gunpoint. 

He then demanded that another 
worker was called into the office 
and tied him up and assaulted him 
with tools he bought at a builder’s 
warehouse in Walthamstow, east 
London, before stealing £10,000 in 
cash, iPhones, an iPad, car keys and 
a Polish ID card. 

The accountant reported the 


incident to the police and Mysli¬ 
wiec, from Battersea, south London, 
was arrested for robbery when he 
next arrived in the UK. 

His partner, 3 3-year-old Monika 
Piatkowska, also from Battersea, 
who flew to the UK to be with 
him, arranged for a private detective 
to trace the families of the three 
victims, all of whom had links 
with Poland. 

Together with the private eye, 
she approached one of the victims, 
who was told they knew where his 
family lived. He was terrified about 
what could happen to them and 
agreed to give a statement to a solic¬ 
itor, withdrawing his allegations 
against Mysliwiec. 

But he went to the police and 
the Flying Squad arrested 
Piatkowska just after she had 
handed the victim several thousand 


pounds in sterling and Polish zlotys 
as a payment for his role in trying to 
stop Mysliwiec’s prosecution. 

Detective Constable Ross Moul¬ 
trie, of the Flying Squad, said after 
the case: “This couple caused 
immense fear and distress to their 
victims and huge arrogance to the 
UK justice system. 

“Mysliwiec banked on his 
accountant assisting him in his 
criminality, but when this was 
refused his three victims were sub¬ 
ject to a terrifying ordeal.” 

Mysliwiec pleaded guilty to rob¬ 
bery, blackmail and false imprison¬ 
ment and was sentenced to six years 
and three months in jail at the Old 
Bailey on Friday. 

Piatkowska was found guilty of 
conspiring to pervert the course of 
justice and was sentenced to two 
years and six months in prison.

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Cult leader gets 
23-year jail term 


Accused raped and sexually assaulted followers 
and kept daughter a prisoner in her own home

A MAN who imprisoned his own daughter and 
raped two members of his communist cult has 
been sentenced to spend 23 years behind bars. 

Aravindan Balakrishnan, 75, of Latymer Road 
Edmonton, was found guilty in December of 
sex assaults on two acolytes of the Maoist com¬ 
munist cult which he founded in south London in 
the 1970s. 

He was also found guilty of keeping his own 
daughter imprisoned in the collective, which he 
controlled from the moment of her birth to her 
escape 30 years later in 2013. 

The truth of what had gone on in the various 
houses occupied by the shadowy cult only 
emerged after her escape was orchestrated by 
another woman in the collective, Josephine 
Herviel, who has since pledged her ongoing sup¬ 
port to Balakrishnan. 

Passing sentence on Balakrishnan at 
Southwark Crown Court on Friday, Judge Debo¬ 
rah Taylor said that he had treated the daughter 
he fathered by another of his followers as a “pro¬ 
ject, not a person”. 

The judge said: “She was unable to leave the 
house. She was unable to escape. Her world 
outside the house was confined to accompanied 
visits to two shops - the laundrette and a 
food store.” 


She added that in the pre-sentencing reports, 
Balakrishnan had been diagnosed with narcissis¬ 
tic personality disorder and that the doctor who 
examined him had found that he was “preoccu¬ 
pied with fantasies of power”. 

“You lack empathy to the extent that you are 
unwilling to consider the needs and feelings of 
others,” she said. 

Paying tribute to the fact that his daughter had 
managed to escape due to a helpline number that 
appeared on screen at the end of a documentary 
on human trafficking, Judge Taylor said: “Some¬ 
times we feel annoyed at the helpline numbers 
that appear on screen. That’s because we don’t 
need them. But in this case a helpline number 
became a lifeline. 

“That number led her to the charitable organi¬ 
sation that served as a means of escape for her.” 

As the judge finished her remarks, Josephine 
Herviel called out loudly from the public gallery: 
“This is political persecution”. 

Outside the courtroom she told reporters: “This 
is a miscarriage of justice” and Balakrishnan’s 
wife Chanda said: “He hasn’t done anything 
wrong, this is a frame-up”. 

Miss Herviel has been diagnosed with Stock¬ 
holm syndrome, though she rejects the diagnosis. 

Katy Morgan-Davies, Balakrishnan’s daughter, 
who has waived anonymity protection set up by 
the courts, has said she has forgiven her father, 
despite his lack of remorse.

Enfield Green Party 


L ONDON faces many 
problems, including an 
escalating housing crisis, 
chronic air pollution and 
- shared with everybody else - 
climate change. 

The Green Party’s candidate for 
Mayor of London, Sian Berry, has 
come up with an idea that will 
help with all three - scrap London 
City Airport and use the site for 
housing, schools and small 
businesses. 

Previous columns have high¬ 
lighted the 9,000-plus Londoners 
killed every year by air pollution 
and the thousands more with 
pollution-related health problems. 

An airport in the heart of what is 
increasingly a residential area must 
be a major contributor to all that - 
and don’t forget the debilitating 
effects of noise pollution, too. 

For what? So businessmen can 
save half an hour compared to 
flying from Heathrow. We need to 
cut down on flying anyway if 
global warming is to be kept to the 
(actually quite dangerous) two 
degree target to which even David 
Cameron pays lip service. 

Business flying is decreasing 
anyway, partly due to the 
increasingly sophisticated ways of 
teleconferencing. 

Scrapping the airport would free 
up a substantial area of land which 
could be used to alleviate the 
shortage of affordable homes. 

Controls would be necessary to 
ensure they weren’t all snapped up 
by foreigners and left empty, as 
happens all too often under the 
current administration, but that 
would not be a problem for a 
Green mayor. 

What’s not to like? It’s a 
win-win-win suggestion. 


I HAVE received a circular from 
Transport for London saying it is con¬ 
sulting on plans to demolish the A10 
footbridge on the Great Cambridge 
Road next to Turkey Brook and install 
pedestrian crossings instead.

Son's hospital fundraiser 
in memory of his father

BUSINESSMAN Gordhan Gadher 
spent much of his life helping oth¬ 
ers and even set up his own charity 
to help alleviate poverty and sick¬ 
ness in India. 

“He was the kind of character that 
if anyone needed to help he always 
helped them out,” said his son 
Manoj. “He had the upbringing that 
you think of other people,” 

So when Mr Gadher, of Hedge 
Lane, Palmers Green, became ill 
with lymphoma cancer it was nat¬ 
ural that property developer Manoj 
wanted to help other patients. 

He raised £18,000 in his father’s 
memory for patients who were suf¬ 
fering the same side-effects from 
their treatment and is handing over 
enough money this month to buy a 
revolutionary machine. 

His 80-year-old father was treated 
at North Middlesex University 
Hospital, in Sterling Way, 
Edmonton, and was later trans¬ 
ferred to the Royal Free Hospital, 
in Hampstead. 

Manoj said: “He had to go for 
dialysis and I noticed that he, 
alongside other patients, would 
return from dialysis in a state of 
confusion not knowing where or 
who they were.” 

This was caused, he said, by the 
amount of fluid removed during 
dialysis and sometimes his father’s 
chest would fill up if not enough 
fluid was removed. 

He said that a drain was fitted to 


remove the fluid, but his father 
would become confused and pull it 
out, so had to undergo more surgery 
for it to be refitted. 

After his father’s death in April 
last year, Manoj asked medical staff 
why this happened. 

He said: “I was told that they 
needed a bioimpedance machine, 
which would pass a current through 
the body and during dialysis to tell 
them exactly how much fluid 
should be removed.” 

He decided to raise the £10,000 
needed to buy a machine for the 
Royal Free and set up a website. 

Manoj, of Bourne Hill, Palmers 
Green, said: “I had little cards 
printed and sent them out to 
people my father knew, they 
went out to friends, family and 
work colleagues.” 

Their generosity meant that 
Manoj, 45, has been able to buy the 
equipment the hospital needed and 
donate a further £8,000 to Cancer 
Research UK, Macmillan Cancer, 
the Lymphoma Association and 
Trinity Hospice, in Clapham, south¬ 
west London. 

His father set up Supreme Food 
and Wines, in Seven Sisters Road, 
Tottenham, before retiring in 1995 
and running a property business. 

He also set up the Balvimaa char¬ 
ity and helped people in India, 
Africa and Indonesia. 

Manoj estimated that his father 
donated hundreds of thousands of 
pounds to charity.

Chase Farm 
rebuild gets 
the go-ahead

THE new Chase Farm Hospital will 
soon be emerging out of the rubble 
of the former maternity and A&E 
units after the council gave the 
green light to plans to build a five- 
storey hospital on the site. 

The Royal Free London NHS 
Foundation Trust is one step closer 
to realising its ambition of building 
a new hospital on the site, in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield. 

As the wrecking ball tore through 
the maternity ward, which closed in 
2013 after a campaign to save the 
unit fell on deaf ears, council chiefs 
signed off on the latest planning 
application from the Royal Free 
trust, paving the way for a brand 
new building to replace it. 

The facility will have less floor 
space than the current hospital as 
the trust wants to bring all wards 
under one roof after years of piece¬ 
meal expansion saw the facilities 
spread into small, fragmented 
wards spread across the site. 

The Royal Free trust had pledged 
that the new hospital would have a 
minimum of 25,000 square metres 
of floor space and although the lat¬ 
est planning application for the new 
building comes in at 24,066 square 
metres planning committee council¬ 


lors accepted the bid last week. 

The committee approved the 
application to build a five-storey 
hospital building, a new three- 
storey energy building and a com¬ 
plete refurbishment of the 
Highlands Wing, which the trust is 
currently committed to keeping. 

The multi-storey car park will 
also remain in place and the land 
that will be cleared by the demoli¬ 
tion of other buildings will be used 
to build 500 new homes and a new 
primary school. 

A report presented to councillors 
about the trust’s bid detailed objec¬ 
tions from residents relating to 
increased congestion and lack of 
amenities for those who will be liv¬ 
ing in the new development - but 
the committee was advised they 
could not be taken into account as 
they did not relate to the specifics 
of this part of the planning process. 

David Sloman, the Royal Free 
trust’s chief executive, said: “We are 
delighted with the planning com¬ 
mittee’s decision to approve our 
application. We have worked 
closely with commissioners and 
clinicians to ensure that the design 
improves patient accessibility, 
enhances our expansion capability 
and provides real value for money.” 

Construction work on the new 
hospital is due to begin in the spring. 


Four rescued from fire at flats 


FOUR people were rescued by fire¬ 
fighters from a blaze at a block of 
flats in Edmonton last week. 

A woman on the second floor 
of the three-storey building in 
Plowman Close was helped to 
safety by firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus 
They also rescued a man from the 
first floor and two other women 
from a flat on the ground floor. 
Another man left a ground-floor 


flat before fire crews arrived. The 
three women and two men were 
treated at the scene for smoke 
inhalation by ambulance crews. 

More than 20 firefighters in four 
engines from Edmonton and Totten¬ 
ham stations tackled the blaze, 
which took an hour to bring under 
control on Wednesday evening. 

The cause of the blaze is being 
investigated by the Metropolitan 
Police and the fire brigade.

CHILDREN from an Edmon¬ 
ton school performed a mov¬ 
ing dance in tribute to the 
10,000 children who escaped 
the Nazi regime on the Kinder- 
transport. 

The youngsters from Hazel¬ 
bury Junior School in Hasel- 
bury Road,, took to the stage at 
the Dugdale Centre, in London 
Road, Enfield Town, as part of 
this year’s Holocaust Memorial 
Day events. 

Their dance, entitled Into the 
Arms of Others, commemo¬ 
rated the thousands of children 
from Germany, Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and 
the “free city” of Danzig who 
came to Britain on the Kinder- 
transport before the start of 
World War II. 

It was the last time many of 
them ever saw their families, 
who became victims of the 
Nazi genocide which claimed 
the lives of millions. 

The theme of this year’s 
event was Don’t Stand By, 
and students from Southgate 
School, in Sussex Way, Cock- 
fosters, recounted the life 


stories of people who decided 
to take a stand. 

Tom Knowles shared the 
story of Sir Nicholas Winton, 
the stockbroker who arranged 
trains to get children out of 
Czechoslovakia. 

Another pupil Elise Hellyer 
talked about Raphael Lemkin, 
a Polish Jewish lawyer who 
coined the term genocide and 
was involved in the Nuremberg 
trials which prosecuted Nazis 
for war crimes. 

The event marked 71 years 
since Russian troops liberated 
the Auschwitz-Birkenau death 
camp in Poland in 1945. 

The gathering last Wednes¬ 
day also heard from Rabbi 
Yuval Keren, from the South- 
gate Progressive Synagogue, in 
Chase Road, and Rabbi 
Emanuel Levy, from the 
Palmers Green and Southgate 
Synagogue, in Brownlow Road. 

A book with the word “Jew” 
printed six million times 
reminded the congregation of 
the number of Jewish victims 
of the Nazis. 

The congregation was also 
shown a film about the geno¬ 
cide in Darfur, in Sudan, which 
began in 2003.

VETERAN comedian and campaigner 
Mark Thomas has made a career out of 
poking fun at and playing pranks on the 
powers-that-be. 

Officialdom, the Establishment, big 
business, the arms trade, governments, 
politicians, religions, the rich and power¬ 
ful, and even estate agents, are all 
targets for his brand of satirical and sub¬ 
versive humour. 

Exposing corruption, excesses, greed, 
hypocrisy and daft red tape are what this 
“mischief maker” does best, using laugh¬ 
ter to get the audience to reflect on the 
morality and injustice of it all. 

He brings his latest monologue, Tres¬ 
pass, to artsdepot, in Finchley, tomorrow 
(Thursday) evening.

Classic sitcom hard act to follow 


DAD’S ARMY (PG, 100 mins) 


H OW do you improve on the perfec¬ 
tion of Jimmy Perry and David 
Croft's sitcom Dad’s Army, which 
began active service in 1968 and 
remains a jewel in the crown of the BBC 
comedy archives? 

The answer is, you don’t. 

If you’re director Oliver Parker and 
screenwriter Hamish McColl, you pepper 
a flimsy plot that would barely stretch to 
one TV episode let alone 100 minutes with 
the show’s catch phrases and pray that our 
abiding affection for the characters will 
compensate for long passages without a 
discernible punchline. 

Original cast members Ian Lavender and 
Frank Williams are conscripted to cameo 
roles to heighten the whiff of nostalgia. 

Limp innuendo-laden banter about 
sausages barely merits a smirk, pratfalls 
are predictable and a terrific ensemble cast 
of gifted comic actors go on patrol with¬ 
out an arsenal of decent one-liners. 

From uninspired beginning to muddled 
end, it’s a cultural smash’n’grab that goes 
through the motions and will ultimately be 
remembered as a badly missed opportunity. 

England, 1944. World War II is on a knife 
edge and in the cosy community of Walm- 
ington-on-Sea, blustering bank manager 
George Mainwaring (Toby Jones) proudly 
leads the local Home Guard. 

His hapless rank and file includes 
Sergeant Wilson (Bill Nighy), Lance Cor¬ 
poral Jones (Tom Courtenay) and Privates 
Frazer (Bill Paterson), Pike (Blake Harrison), 


Walker (Daniel Mays) and Godfrey (Michael 
Gambon), a mild-mannered soul who fre¬ 
quently drifts off into his own world. 

Their fate hangs in the balance when 
Colonel Theakes (Mark Gatiss) reveals that 
he intends to sort the military wheat from 
the chaff and “Walmington feels chaffy”. 

Soon after, Mainwaring learns that a Ger¬ 
man spy has infiltrated the town and is 
transmitting secrets back to Berlin. 

The search for a traitor coincides with 
the arrival of glamorous magazine writer 
Rose Winters (Catherine Zeta-Jones), who 
intends to pen a flattering article about the 


heroics of the Home Guard. George is 
smitten and finds Rose most charming 
and agreeable.

DEMBELE SIGNS 
NEW CONTRACT

THE transfer window came to a quiet 
ending at Tottenham Hotspur on Monday, 
with the club deciding against bolstering 
their squad by bringing in any new faces. 

Spurs had reportedly been interested in 
signing a new striker to provide back-up 
for Harry Kane, but ultimately chose to 
keep faith with the group of players who 
have performed well so far this season. 

However, central defender Federico 
Fazio has joined winger Andros Townsend 
- who signed for Newcastle United last 
week - in leaving Spurs after moving to 
Spanish side Sevilla on loan for the rest 
of the season. 

Meanwhile, Mousa Dembele has 
expressed his delight after signing a new 
contract which will keep him at White 
Hart Fane until 2019. 

The Belgian international midfielder 
has made 143 appearances since joining 
Tottenham from Fulham in 2012 and is 
hoping to play his part in helping the club 
to continue the progress they have made 
this season. 

“When I heard that the club wanted to 
extend my contract I was very happy,” he 
said. “I’ve signed and I’m happy to be 
part of the future - and I know it’s going 
to be a bright future. 

“The way we’re playing, the way the 
club is developing, everything is very 
good and everyone wants to be part of this 
team and this club. That’s why I’m proud 
to extend my contract. 

“It’s very positive to sign and we all 
have the feeling that the club is going to 
go even further upwards. I’m very happy 


with my season at the moment, but the 
season is still long and teams are playing 
well. 

“We want to achieve something. We 
need to keep winning and at the end of 
the season I hope we have even more pos¬ 
itive talk than at the moment. We have 
goals and aims and we haven’t achieved 
those yet.” 

Dembele added: “Everyone is down to 
earth and we realise that we’re doing well 
and we’re winning games that normally 
perhaps before weren’t that easy for us. 

That’s positive and we need to continue 
taking this positivity into the next 
games.” 

Spurs ensured that they are still chal¬ 
lenging on three fronts after booking 
their place in the fifth round of the FA 
Cup with a resounding 4-1 win at 
Colchester United on Saturday, and Eric 
Dier - who was among the scorers in the 
match - was delighted with the outcome. 

“We knew that we had to be at it from 
the off because teams like Colchester can 
make it hard for you,” he said. “Maybe 
we were a little sloppy at times, but we 
had the right attitude and came out com¬ 
fortable winners. It’s a great competition 
and we’re happy to be in the next round 
and still in three competitions. 

“There was pressure from the beginning 
of the season, and obviously with us being 
up there and fighting for everything there 
will be added pressure, but we’re all 
enjoying ourselves at the moment. 

“I don’t think we play with pressure, 
we enjoy ourselves and we play freely.

THE Fondon Skolars conceded 
three tries in the last ten minutes 
as they suffered a 28-20 defeat in 
their pre-season friendly at home to 
a young Fondon Broncos side on 
Saturday.
